A new proportional reducer which also 
serves as a silver and silver sulfide stain 
remover was described by R. W. Henn,

The new system represents a practical 
and successful attempt to exploit the un- 
desirable tendency of concentrated rapid 
fixing baths to reduce the developed sil- 
ver of any negative or print left in it for 
too long a time.

The Kodak paper describes six different 
reducer formulas—comprised respective- 
ly of 15 and 30 grams of citric acid added 
to each of three Kodak fixing 
baths. The resulting range of acidities 
extends from a pH of 4.10 through 3.10. 
In each case, the smaller quantity of citric 
acid (15 grams) is recommended for the 
removal of dichroic fog or other silver or

New Sharpness Standards. The generally 
accepted belief that the resolving power 
of a photographic material has a direct 
bearing on the visual sharpness of the 
final picture does not stand up under a 
new objective system of measurement de 
scribed by Kodak researchers George C 
Higgins and Loyd A. Jones at the Holly 
wood convention of the SMPTE last fall 
The new method centers around the ob 
jective measurement of density differ 
ences at the edge of a photographic image 
and also the shape of the edge. This new 
approach to sharpness measurement pre 
sages valuable new investigations in the 
sciences of photography and optics.

It’s an event 
that merits the word “different” not onl) 
for its format and scope but also becaus¢ 
of the expert criticism that will come t 
entrants. It might well be called a friend 
ly course in just the kind of photograph 
that you prefer. 

Hogan's competition has no connectio 
with the many portfolios which circulat 
a round-robin, perpetually self-renewe 
set of prints, slides, or stereos in variou 
categories for their own criticism an 
that of the supervising expert. TI 
present portfolios give the comments 
both photographers at the maker’s ow 
level and that of the best workers in tl 
particular field.

room workers everywhere was spelled out 
with the completion of Life magazine’s 
brand-new photographic processing laboratory, 
last October 29th. Occupying half of the fifth 
floor of the Time and Life Building in New 
York’s Rockefeller Center, the new laboratory 
is the fourth in the 15-year history of the pub- 
lication. It is undoubtedly the most modern and 
spacious magazine laboratory in the world 
today—representing the composite thinking of 
air conditioning experts, photographic engineers, 
architects, and most important of all, the men 
responsible for developing and printing Life’s 
pictures. It is a dream laboratory in the broad- 
est sense of the term, setting a new standard for 
working efficiency and comfort—down to the 
television set in the lounge. 

For a long time everyone connected with 
Life’s lab knew that their old surroundings were 
outdated. Space was horribly inadequate. Peo- 
ple were barging into one another at an alarm- 
ing rate. Equipment was beginning to give out. 
So were tempers. When the decision was made 
to move, everyone connected with the produc- 
tion of pictures was asked what he thought 
should be included in the new setup. Every 
reasonable suggestion went into the plan. The 
result is a darkroom second to none. 

The new facility is much closer to the rest of 
the departments of Life than the old laboratory, 
which had been located in a separate building 
on West 48th Street. It includes a negative 
processing unit, a printing section, a copying de- 
partment, and a complete setup for color, from 
color transparency processing and dye transfer 
printing to emulsion testing and standardiza- 
tion. There are no doors between work-rooms

and departments—just a series of wide “safe” 
light traps. 

In addition to the new equipment, a real at- 
tempt was made to reduce unnecessary walk- 
ing, to produce finished photographs in an easy- 
on-the-feet and easy-on-the-temper manner. 
Comfort is of prime consideration here. In all 
places where technicians must stand on their 
feet, the floor is covered with a vinyl-coated, 
sponge-rubber-based carpeting which is in- 
credibly soft to the feet and which will resist 
all chemicals used in the darkroom. In all areas 
where water is present, the walls are covered 
with glazed, ceramic tile. Chutes and light- 
trapped “Lazy Susans” speed pictures on their 
way to the nexi stage, eliminate unnecessary

Camera Equipment Room: 


A tour of the laboratory starts with the: Separated from the photographers’ room by a 
Dutch door, this room contains all kinds of test- 
ing equipment including a synch tester, a lens 
analyzer, and other specialized equipment 
needed to maintain photographic equipment in 
good order. Most small supplies, in constant 
demand, are kept here. 


Photographer's Room: 


This is a large room, filled with six-foot-wide 
lockers, large enough to store the belongings of 
any Life photographer, who is second to no man 
in the quantity of his possessions. A long desk- 
table holds telephones, a viewing box, and any 
of the large assortment of stuff a photographer 
cares to dump on it. And, out the window, over 
on Broadway, stands a large wrought-iron 
structure which is a perfect infinity testing ob- 
ject. A small light-tight room is incorporated 


Business Office: 


Adjoining these rooms is the business office. 
Here Frank Scherschel, head of the laboratory, 
and his chief lieutenant, Bill Sumits, direct the 
activities of the lab.

Air Conditioning Room: 


A large room, completely filled with ma- 
chinery, is set aside to control the air and solu- 
tion temperatures necessary for comfort and 
efficient operation of the laboratory. There are 
actually three different controls exercised by Lounge: 
this equipment: (1) over-all air conditioning 
for the work rooms, offices and corridors which 
is pegged around 68 F—somewhat higher in the 
summer and slightly lower in the winter; (2) 


black-and-white processing solution control— 
held rigidly at 68 F, and (3) color transparency 
processing solution control—at 75 F. 


A cheerful and informal room with chairs, 
couches, and a television set is set aside for the 
technicians and women in the lab for lunches 
and rest periods. (Continued on page 120)

f een SINCE Adam and Eve, men have tried to ex- 


ments on the topic of ’amour. The most exciting attempt 
to date appeared last August when Life magazine pre- 
sented I See My Love, an experiment in photographic fic- 
tion by photo-journalist Leonard McCombe. Reproduced 
here are some of those pictures plus others appearing in 
You Are My Love, a book-length version, with text by 
Tom Prideaux, published early in 1952 by William Sloane 
Associates. 

McCombe’s venture created something of a sensation 
when it first appeared. Some easily-excited males, titil- 
lated by full-page newspaper ads, rushed to the news- 
stands for what they expected to be a kind of camera Kin- 
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sey Report. Instead they found an imaginary boy-meets- 
girl story told in wonderfully evocative pictures that cap- 
tured the laughter and tears, the transformation of reality 
into a dreamworld—and the eventual disillusionment—of 
a love affair. Because of space limitations, PHoTOGRAPHY’S 
version (with our own captions) differs somewhat in de- 
tail both from Life’s presentation and the book. But the 
spirit of the original remains intact. 

One striking difference between You Are My Love and 
McCombe’s previous picture stories is that his latest series 
is pure fiction—a fantasy in photographs. Also, McCombe 
made use of an unconventional gimmick: the man him- 
self never appears, but what you see in the pictures is 
what he sees during the romance—the camera lens be- 
comes his eye. Interesting though this story-telling de- 
vice is, it assumes minor impor- (Continued on page 114

Paul—the frog who 


Being a model for lily-pad pictorials proved a stuffy bore to this 
bright bullfrog until his master, aided by a unique electronic 


flash setup, taught him how to photograph himself in leaping action

BOUT eight years ago a frog appeared in our lily pool on a Sunday morning after 
A one of those hot rainy nights when frogs are inclined to move about for consid- 
erable distances. Our first thoughts were to get him out, as authoritative books 
tell us that frogs eat fish, even those almost as large as themselves. But he added 
so much to the attractiveness of the pool, especially when sitting in his favorite loca- 
tion on a lily pad, that he was allowed to remain and soon became a family pet. We 
are sure that he has never eaten any of the slow-moving fan-tailed goldfish, large or 
small. They seem to live together in perfect harmony, with the fish population in- 
creasing naturally every year. Other frogs of the same and different varieties move in 
and out, but Paul stays on forever. He was quickly named by the children because his 
deep bass croaking on summer nights reminded them of their favorite record Ole Man 
River by Paul Robeson. 

Then there was the question, always uppermost in the children’s mind, of what to 
feed Paul. That turned out to be something of a problem to the uninitiated, but it was 
finally discovered that he will eat almost any insect that is held suspended on a fine 
wire over his head. But he does have dietary preferences like all of us, and angle- 
worms appear to be his favorite food. He will eat a wasp but spit out a worker bee 
and get along just as well on his own. 

For several years everything followed its peaceful way until I became interested in 
color photography—then what could be easier, handier, and more photogenic than 
Paul, who sat perfectly still for hours at a time among the water lilies? The idea was 
sound but its execution required much patience. At times Paul would quickly sub- 
merge when one was within twenty feet of the pool. On other occasions, especially on 
rainy days and towards evening when there was insufficient light to take photographs, 
he would pay no attention to a person approaching and occasionally even allow him- 
self to be picked up. There appears to be no explanation of this erratic behavior, but 


we finally discovered that if proper stalking were employed (Continued on page 94)

A frog takes his own portrait

When Davidson conceived the idea of shooting 
action pictures of his pet, he first had to deter- 
mine how far a frog can jump. At the same time 
he discovered that the animal was faster than hu- 
man reaction and therefore must be made to 
operate the camera itself. 

Months of work finally resulted in the highly 
efficient electronic setup, below, and the remark 
able color sequence, right. The device by which 
Paul photographed himself in pictures C, D, E, 
and F (A and B were taken manually by David- 
son) includes an “electric eye” cireuit-——a light 
beam which, when interrupted by the frog’s 
body, operates a powerful solenoid that trips the 
shutter. The shutter in turn fires two electroni 
flashlamps. only one of which is shown in the 
illustration 

In addition to developing this clever device, 
the author’s other big job was training Paul to 
jump for food which was suspended over his 
head—a task that required unlimited patience, 
plenty of butterflies, much film, and lots of luck 
But it all paid off handsomely in unusual color 


pictures plus a unique camera setup which will 


likely have much usefulness beyond that re- 


ealed in the accompanying story.

What about 
incident light? » 





Is it the best meter method for determining exposure? 


Here’s a professional who says yes, and tells why 


HE photoelectric exposure meter—photography’s most useful acces- 
sory—has undergone some remarkable changes in the past decade. 
An amateur or a professional coming back to the field today after 

long absence would probably be impressed by the trend toward deter- 
mining exposure by measurement of incident light. Today, nearly all 
leading exposure meters are provided with devices for reading incident 
light, and one is made primarily for incident light. 

To understand this change in the approach to exposure it is necessary 
to understand just what incident light is, and what leads some photog- 
raphers to prefer it to reflected light. So we’ve asked Herb Giles, the 
well-known magazine photographer, who’s sold on incident light, to make 
some pictures illustrating its advantages as he sees them. 

First, definitions: Incident light is that which falls upon the subject 
from the source. Reflected light, logically enough, is that which reaches 
the camera lens after being reflected from the subject. The principle of 
reflected-light measurement is that the meter registers the same light as 
the camera sees. This is all very well, except in special cases—but even 
the fairly advanced amateur soon realizes that most of his picture situa- 
tions are “special cases” in this sense. 

Suppose you want to make a portrait against a bright white wall, or 
against a dull black drape. A reflected-light meter at camera position 
will be influenced by the very high or low reflectance of the background, 

Photographs by Herb Giles and the tonal value of the flesh wili be sacrificed by over- or under- 
exposure. The obvious answer is to hold the meter close to the face, and 
this usually gives a reliable reading. 

But the incident-light meter is designed to provide a direct and accu- 
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Entirely different in degree of reflectance, 
this shot was made a few moments after 
the one above. Because light was identical, 
ind Giles still wanted to base exposure 
on flesh tones, shutter speed and diaphragm 
setting were the same. Result is that areas 
similar in tone to flesh got ideal expo- 
ure, while shadow portions were pur- 
posely underexposed for dramatic effect. 


For basic outdoor shot in direct sunlight. 
meter was held at camera position with 
light-collector pointed at sun. Incident 
light reading gave exposure ideal for good 
rendition of skin tones; all other parts of 
subject subordinated to flesh. Reading 
taken in this way gave exposure valid for 
any subject under same conditions. No- 
tice dense shadow and bright highlights. 

















Proportion of fill-in to main light is 
illustrated in this series. In each case 
Giles based exposure solely on reading of 
main light, then varied intensity of fill 
and background lights for proper balance. 
Vote that “one-to-one” lighting does not 
mean all shadows are cancelled out. Fill- 


in, at camera position, illuminates both 


sides of face equally: shadow remains.

rate reading when held in the position of the subject, 
with its light-sensitive element pointed at the camera. 
Thus light from all sources which falls upon the subject 
is taken into account, while background and other ele- 
ments in the picture are not influencing factors. 

In an outdoor situation like the one in both pictures 
on page 61, a single incident-light meter reading is valid 
for any photograph of any subject, against any back- 
ground, shot in any direction, so long as the sun’s bright- 
ness remains constant. The accuracy of the meter for 
skin rendition is apparent in the close-up. In the long 
shot, made a few moments later, exposure was identical 

-based on the average tone values in the scene—and 
although not much of the faces is visible, that part of 
them which receives direct sunlight is ideally exposed. 
Other areas in the picture, of extremely high and low 
reflectance, are purposely sacrificed by exposing for the 
faces. 

Backlighting presents another interesting application 
of the incident light meter. Here the intention is often 
to throw figures into silhouette or near-silhouette. This 
means exposure must be based on good highlight rendi- 
tion. Because the light comes from the direction in 
which the camera is pointing, the meter must here be 
aimed directly away from the camera. For the shot of 
the two figures in the doorway, on page 64, Giles held 
the incident light meter in about the position of the 
woman’s head, with the light-gathering element pointed 
at the single light source inside the room. Thus, even 
though the lighting is intentionally harsh, the highlights 
in the face show proper exposure. In the case of the 
outdoor: picture, Giles went to the edge of the pond, 
where direct sunlight could strike tha meter. Indicated 
exposure preserved detail in the water which otherwise 
would have been lost, while sacrificing it in the less in- 
teresting shadow areas. 

In downtown New York, Giles made the shot on page 
65 to illustrate the proper handling of a difficult subject.

He wanted to preserve detail in the highlights 
at the end of the street. An uncompensated 
reading with a reflected light meter probably 
would have indicated a much longer exposure, 
and the highlights would have been blocked 
up, while more detail would be present in the 
foreground buildings. This would have robbed 
the picture of much of its illusion of depth. 
Giles went to the principal street intersection, 
where the light is brightest, and took an inci- 
dent light reading with the light-gathering ele- 
ment pointed at the sun. 

These observations about the usefulness of 
incident light in determining exposure should 
not be taken to mean that we believe this 
method is always superior to the reflected- 
light technique, or that the latter is “going out 
of fashion.” We have simply tried to demon- 
strate with these pictures that the incident 
light meter is worthy of most of the attention 
it has received in the past few years, and that 
it can simplify the solution of many exposure 
problems for amateurs and professionals alike. 
We plan to present in a future issue a feature 
similar to this one, based on the use of the re- 
flected light meter.—H. M. Kinzer

OMPLETELY frozen action tends to make 
a picture dull and lifeless . .. the star- 
tling technical effect of seeing animation 
totally suspended intrudes upon and ofttimes 
overshadows subject matter! Such are the con- 
tentions of New York photographer Peter Basch 
who offers these dance shots as evidence that 
topnotch action can be captured with equip- 
ment available to almost any amateur—four No. 
2 floodlamps and a camera capable of shooting 
at 1/100 sec at f/5.6. Basch is not attempting to 
deny the advantages of high-speed flash—for 
certain work; he simply believes that imagina- 
tive photographers who feel incapable of taking 
lance action because they can’t afford speed 
flash should experiment with fast film, high- 
speed developers, fioodlight, and the belief that 
some movement in action pictures is desirable. 
basch’s technique is no secret—he simply 
shoots at the peak of action, when movement is 
at a m nimum and his comparatively slow shut- 
ter speed will nearly stop the action. He works 
with the dancer or watches him long enough so 
that he will know just where action apexes 
secur and which ones will best interpret the 
choreographer’s original intent as to mood, 
movement, and continuity. 

Just as today’s choreographers have removed 
the cobwebs from dusty tutus (short white 
skirts) which are the trademarks of such tradi- 
tional ballets as Scheherezade, and put the 
irtists to work in new lyrical and dramatic 
\merican productions, so the contemporary 
\hotographer is finding new ways of presenting 
he modern version. Basch has done just that 
.ere in his sensitive portrayal of Daniel Nagrin’s 
nterpretation of Strange Hero—with two flood- 
imps, fast film, and an unusual rapport between 
ancer and photographer.—®

The versatile ease with which he handles a wide 
range of subjects stems partly from fhis search to find 
himself photographically, and partly from the intense 
enthusiasm he holds for all camera work. The photo- 
graphs reproduced here are examples both of his 
searching and his enthusiasm. His nudes, still-life’s, 
child portraits, and animal pictures combine a quiet, 
almost classic simplicity with an imaginative kick that 
makes them unforgettable. 

Lettau did not begin to shoot pictures until a com- 
parative late age, but once bitten by the photographic 


bug he worked hard to make up for lost time. Until 
he went into the army at twenty, he wanted to be an 
artist and took courses with that goal,in mind. After 
a year in the service (where he worked with radar and 
electronics), Ed got married. He left the army in 1946 
with a burning desire to translate his whole life into 
terms of the camera, but it was a full year before he 
could get into a photography school. By the time he 
finished his courses he had moved his wife, two baby 
girls, and himself to a quonset hut housing project near 
Jamaica Bay, Long Island. 

Shortly after the move came the best Christmas Ed 
Lettau ever had—his father-in-law gave him a 4x5

But Ed kept on working despite the 
fungus, and built up a brisk home-por- 
ait business largely through word-of- 
nouth advertising. Ed’s portrait busi- 
ness was a spare-time project in addi- 
m to a regular job as a laboratory tech- 
cian for a studio specializing in wed- 
ling pictures. The work provided good 
aining in fundamentals, but gave little 
portunity for progress. 
The next turn in the road came for 
Lettau when he read an article about a 
wccessful young photographer in New 
York. Ed landed a job with him as an 
sistant, a position that allowed him to 
oaden his experience in taking pic- 
res. Less than a year later he learned 
a job in Bedford Hills, quite close to 
Scarsdale, and decided to make the move 
This was a wise decision. Here, in the 
iilip Litchfield Studio, Lettau began to 
d himself photographically. His 
wth was made possible by Litchfield’s 
-operation in allowing Ed to use studio 
iipment for personal work and giving 
a free hand in carrying out studio 
ignments. This freedom enabled Ed

He has no secrets concerning child portraiture but 
just lets the kids find their own poses. Frequently 
he uses games or props to help his subjects feel 
more at ease. He believes, too, that having the 
mother or father of the child in the room aids in 
obtaining natural expressions. There is value also 
in the fact that a parent can keep the child’s atten- 
tion away from the camera. 

Lettau is a lover of soft lighting and prefers to 
shoot outdoors or by reflected light indoors. A 
good example of this simple but effective illumina-

Wir is there about Edward Let- 


tau’s work that justifies our giving him 
the editorial spotlight? What distin- 
guishes his pictures from the majority 
that drift across an editor’s desk? The 
answer of course is that Lettau is a good 
photographer who has not yet received 
the recognition we think he deserves. 
Good photographers are scarce. 

But what is a good photographer? He 
is one who can see clearly and has mas- 
tered the means of translating that 
clarity of vision to film or transparency. 
Lettau shows these qualities in his work. 
Notice the directness and simplicity of 
his ptctures each one is a clear state- 
ment of something seen distinctly in a 
personal way. If they lack the excite- 
ment and tension of so much of the work 
of today’s young photographers, they 
stand out all the more because of their 
serenity and order. Lettau’s is a tran- 
quil world, and the presence in it of his 
camera not only does not disturb but 
actually enhances the tranquility. The 
fawns' sense a kinship with the photog- 
rapher, the kittens and the reclining 
fhude are relaxed, his daughter seems 
to be dancing in the privacy of her own 
room. 

Do you have the feeling that these 
pictures are complete—just as the pho- 
tographer wanted them to be?

a review of Progress in 1951

when 
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HOTOGRAPHY is booming again. Fears expressed a year ago that the demands of 

war and the defense program might cause severe shortages have not been justified, in 
spite of the fact that there have been curtailments in the supply of some basic materials, 
and the government has ordered a large quantity of film, paper, and equipment. The pho- 
tographer has not suffered appreciably, although some products that were in small de- 
mand have been dropped from the market. 

The supply of most common amateur roll and home movie films, black-and-white and 
color, was more plentiful than ever before, television demanded large quantities of black- 
and-white 16-mm film, and industry ordered a larger supply of material than in previous 
years. More attractiveness, greater efficiency, and low cost typified much of the equip- 
ment available in 1951, and there was an increase in the variety of materials for photog- 
raphers, both amateur and professional, who do their own darkroom work. 

The most significant photographic trend of recent times is, of course, the extraordinary 
growth of color photography—a boom which is continuing unabated. During 1951, the 
amateur demand for 35-mm color transparencies, 16-mm and 8-mm movie film, and color 
prints reached a record high. The quality of Kodachrome was improved, and a service

was introduced for supplying Kodacolor prints 
from 35-mm Kodachrome transparencies via an in- 
termediate Kodacolor negative. Plenacolor, the 
Ansco amateur color negative film for making colo: 
prints by direct printing on paper, was made avail- 
able in 120 and 620 roll film sizes in certain sections 
of the country. The somewhat similar Agfacolo: 
process in Germany appears to be enjoying great 
popularity. The materials for this are available as 
a negative color film and as both contact and en- 
larging papers. They also are available in England 
and plans have been made to import them in this 
country. 

Kodachrome Professional sheet film was discon 
tinued by the Eastman Kodak Company in the 
summer of 1951 because it was felt that Ektachrom« 
sheet film offered everything that was given by 
Kodachrome, and that concentration on one prod- 
uct would tend to raise its quality and quantity; 
There are adequate Ektachrome processing facili- 
ties in the country if the photographer does not 
wish to process the film himself. All other forms 
of Kodachrome film still are available. 

In the color motion-picture field, where for many 
years Technicolor provided most of the film, som« 
lralf-dozen other color processes were in use 0! 
about to be made available. These included Tri- 
Art Color (using Eastman color negative, color in- 
ternegative, and color print films), Cinecolor, Su 
per Cinecolor (using Eastman color negative and 
subtractive prints) Trucolor (using Eastman colo:

He sums up his pas- 
sion for technical simplicity in one sen- 
tence—“Follow the directions on the 
can.” 

Lettau uses several cameras (4x5 Gra- 
flex, studio view cameras, Rolleiflex), 
but sticks to one developer, one paper, 
and one enlarger. His paper is Varigam 
in two surfaces, his developer is Dektol 
diluted two-to-one for paper, and Micro 
dol for negatives. He does very little 
print manipulation or retouching of any 
kind. 

As might be expected, Lettau is very 
strict with himself concerning composi- 
tion. He composes on the groundglass 
and tries to visualize the final print be- 
fore making an exposure. Most of his 
enlargements are blow-ups from the full 
negative. He has a horror of wasting 
even a tiny section of a negative and so 
fills them all the way to the edges. A 
good example of this is the picture of 
resting deer, made during a vacation visit 
to the Durand-Eastman park in Roches- 
ter, N. Y. Lettau saw the composition in 
the late afternoon light just as it appears 
in the final print 

Lettau is no rigid purist, however, and 
does crop a print if he feels such altera- 
tion is needed. For example, the pattern 
study of black-and-white bars is the re 
sult of careful cropping. Lettau, shoot 
ing a series of wedding pictures, made 
this one while covering guests at the re- 
ception. It wasn’t until a month later 
that he realized it had possibilities if 
cropped drastically. Another time when 
Lettau broke his general] rules to create 
a wanted effect is shown in the picture 
of the “undernourished” cow, actually a 
weathervane in the yard of an antique 
dealer. Ed wanted a blank white back 
ground in contrast to the cow, so he ove} 
exposed to be sure the sky area would 
block up. 

Lettau’s photographs bear out his be- 
lief that a good photographer should be 
able to find as many memorable pictures 
in his own back yard as in the Grand 
Canyon or Times Square. It depends a 
great deal on visual training, he says 
Many people have good eyesight but their 
seeing is done without purpose. A suc 
cessful photographer must be a keen ob 
server who can see old, familiar things in 
a fresh way, and who can discover many 
new pictures in one subject. Such pho 
tographic vision can be sharpened only 
by continual practice. 

And now Edward Lettau has come to 
his own particular crossroads. He feels 
that he has gone as far as he can with the 
Litchfield studio, but doesn’t have enough 
capital to start a full-time studio of hi 
own. Also, he wants to experiment with 
photo-journalism and picture stories be 
cause he feels that they are the most 
valid uses of photography today. Faced 
with family responsibilities, Lettau still 
has the courage to carry his ideas int 
the realm of reality. In this he has the 
full co-operation of his wife who thinks 
that Ed is “the greatest photographe: 
around.” In the meantime, there still aré 
many kids in Scarsdale who haven't beer 
captured by the Lettau lens. That wil

THE ART AND TECHNIQUE OF COLOR 


PHOTOGRAPHY. Published by Simon and 
Schuster, New York, N. Y., for Condé Nast 
Publications, New York, N. Y. Cloth bound, 


10x13, illustrated in color, 225 pages, $10. 

Color photography has taken strides 
with seven-league boots since its priml 
tive beginnings more than half a century 
ago. Just how far this exciting art has 
come is demonstrated in a collection of 
195 color photographs by Condé Nast 
photographers—Blumenfeld, Horst, Mili, 
Penn, Rawlings, and a dozen others. Their 
subject matter ranges all the way from 
high-fashion models to African natives, 
their treatment runs from pictorial to 
freakish, but the results are usually suc 
cessful and rarely dull. 

Color Photography, a big, lavishly-pro- 
duced book, is something of a landmark 
because it shows so well the versatility 
of the color camera in the hands of an 
expert, and makes a strong case for 
claiming that color photography has come 
of age. Much good talk and stimulating 
thought on photography can be found in 
the notes by each photographer intro- 
ducing his work. Biographical sketches 
and technical data also are included in 
the back of the book.

Photo-journalism is coming of age. Not 
long ago the know-how of this fast-grow 
ing profession existed only in the heads 
of picture editors and press photogra- 
phers, but lately there have appeared a 
number of books on the what, why, and 
how of photography used for communica- 
tion. Latest in this line of trail-blazers is 
Picture Editing by Stanley Kalish, former 
picture editor for the Milwaukee Journal, 
and Clifton Edom, 
the University of

“The handling of pictures is the most 
nebulous of techniques,” Kalish and 
Edom admit in their preface—and most 
editors and photographers will agree 
heartily. But despite the difficulty of 
writing a how-to-do-it book on such a 
subjective skill, Picture Editing is both 
stimulating and helpful. The authors 
agree that “a feeling for pictures” can't 
be taught any more than a sense of de 
sign or a flair for snooker pool. But they 
do believe that such ability can be sharp- 
ened by the right kind of training, and 
that basic principles can be discovered to 
help photo-journalists on publications of 
all sizes

paper “safe,” a special drawer for print 
ing filters and other paraphernalia. and 
cabinets for keeping interchangeable en 
larging lenses, condensers, and neg=:tive 
holders within easy reach. The basic en 
larging unit installed in each booth is a 
new Omega D-II (condenser type) taking 
negatives from 35-mm to 4x5 inches 
(The enlargers in the old darkroom were 
seven years old and it was decided to re 
tire them.) Instead of being mounted on 
the tables, the enlargers are mounted on 
shelves, nine inches off the table, to get 
extra height for larger blow-ups. To pre- 
vent any vibration they are doubly brack- 
eted; to the shelf and to the wall. All 
enlargers are on an automatic voltage 
control line drawn from as many differ 
ent circuits as possible, to prevent any 
changes beyond the regulator capacity 

Over each hypo tank in the print rooms 
is a 100-watt Klieg projection lamp, at 
tached to the ceiling (for white light in- 
spection of prints). Each of the nine- 
foot sinks has two developing baths (one 
soft and the other normal) plus water 
rinse and two hypo trays—all immersed 
in a water bath of constant temperature 
68 F. The prints come out of the sink 
into a chute leading directly into the light 
area where they are washed and dried. 

Perhaps the most novel feature of the 
print rooms are the faucets over the de- 
veloping tray. They are actually beer 
taps, designed to control rigidly the flow 
of liquid. And the liquids that flow from 
these taps are fantastic: developers and 
hypo. These chemicals are prepared in 
stainless steel mixers located on the floor 
above and are piped by gravity to each 
set of trays in each of the sinks. 

Three Pako-lux washers and two East- 
man gloss print dryers handle the prints 
as they come through the chute from the 
print rooms. There are no wastebaskets 
in the printing rooms—everything is dis- 
carded in the finishing room. 

Fine Print Room: 

For Life’s covers and those special and 
odd-size pictures which are occasionally 
ordered, a special fine printing room has 


been installed. Here can be found a 
Saltzman 8x10 enlarger, a 5x7 Automega 
E-3, an Omega D-II, and a Kodak Preci- 
sion enlarger. This special setup provides 
all types of enlarging illumination—con- 
denser-type with a tungsten source, cold- 
light, and Cooper-Hewitt. 

Color Area: 


There are four darkrooms and two ad- 
ditional work areas in this section of the 
new laboratory. The darkrooms are faced 
in ceramic tile, with neutral gray walls 
in the various inspection areas to elim 
inate any possible confusion of colors 
when transparencies are viewed. One of 
the darkrooms has been set aside for 
Ektachrome film transparency process- 
ing, a second for dye transfer printing, a 
third for preparing black-and-white nega- 
tives from color transparencies, and the 
fourth for tests and experiments. 
another

The Ektachrome room has 


steps that require complete darkness are 
carried out The films then are passed 
through an ingenious light-trap into the 
larger room where they are given a “re 
versal exposure” to a bank of fluorescent 
lights. One of the features of this proc- 
essing line is a motor-operated vane agi- 
tation system which makes for continuous 
ind uniform agitation of the various solu 

tions. The line ends with a built-in warm 
air drye1 

At the far end of the color area, off the 
center corridor, is a color standardization 
desk. Here, test charts photographed or 
the various Ektachrome film emulsion 
stocked by Life are mounted on a large 
illuminated transparency viewer along 
with filter data that enables photogra 
phers to achieve correct color balances 
with normal exposures, long exposures t 
low level tungsten lighting, and _ brief 
speedlight exposures. 

The elaborate setup described above is 
needed to process the tremendous volume 
of work the Life darkroom must handle 
In an average month, for instance, the 
black-and-white areas process 14,000 
prints. This includes 10,000 enlargements 
and 4,000 contact sheets. A contact sheet 
contains a full roll of 120 or 35-mm film 
there contact sheets are needed to accom 
modate a film pack. Part of the extraordi 
nary amount of contact printing is due t 
the fact that two contact prints are made 
for every story turned in by an out-of 
town photographer. One goes to the edi 
torial officers and the other is sent back t 
the photographer. 

To handle this load, Life employs 34 
people in its laboratory. Of this numbe1 
three manage the administrative work 
aided by two secretaries; three handl 
the production of the film, which involve 
routing, filing and picking out picture 
three are in the stock and equipmer 
rooms; two are in charge of the cok 
laboratory; three are darkroom assist 
ants; one photo technician spends h 
full time in developing negatives, and 1

This is the 
result of a generally fortunate (for pho- 
tography) change in the Federal Excise 
Tax structure. It has made photography 
stand one of the “best

under the new tax setup is “amateur” 
film: a 20°7 manufacturer’s excise tax 
(formerly 15%) is now applied to movie 
film not more than 150 feet long 
rollfilm, and 35-mm film lengths not more 
than 25 feet long. Down from 25% to 
20% is the excise tax on cameras weigh- 
ing than four pounds, still camera 
shorter than 120-mm, and movie 
lenses shorter than 30-mm in focal length. 
All other explicitly photographic equip- 
ment and materials are now entirely free 
of excise tax—tanks, trays, flashbulbs, 
photofloods, printing paper, cameras 
weighing more than four pounds, sheet 
films, 35-mm film longer than 25 feet, 
movie film longer than 150 feet, etc.
